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1. On 12 "arch an artillery unit of the 10 Arry Group, 3 Field Amy, rath 1,300 

nen, 00 nules and 10 field pieces, arrived in Iluiyang (12ii-26, 23-0$) by the 
highway fron Canton. It was rumored that they wore en route to Amoy from 
Kwangsi. On 15 march they left in the direction of Ilaifeng (115-20. 22-501 
and Lufeng (115-30, 22-58) . * ' 

2. On 15 I.'arch several Russian technicians with 11} large wooden eases and 
accompanied by ten Communist officers arrived at Changnut'ou ( lllt- Od, 22-53) 
and went toward Ilaifeng and Lufeng. 

3. Fishermen on the Hwangtung coast northeast of Hong Kong say that the morale 
of the Chinese Communist soldiers has been lowered by heavy Korean losses, 
but that the officers are confident of Gino-Goviet strength and are eagerly 
awaiting the outbreak of war. 
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
